The ease with which small streams 
of water can he Inrr.ed to account for 
supplying electric light and power Is 
well illustrated in un installation 
which Ims been completed at a sani- 
tarium in the heart of the Pulllvan 
county mountains, where n saving In 
fuel would naturally he of exception- 
able desirability. A brook which flows 
through the property Is part of the 
headwaters of the Delaware river. It 
lun a fall of 7l) feet on the estate, but 
it Is at best an exceedingly small 
stream. In order to get the water stor- 
age It was necessary to build a dam 250 
feet across and 20 feet high. This 
made a basin of nearly a mile in area, 
and holds water enough to run the en- 
tire plant 52 days without rain. The 
dam was built entirely of stone hewn 
on the site. The sanitarium consists 
of six large frame buildings, built on 
various bills, and included in n radius 
of half n mile. Not only arc nil these 
buildings generously lighted within, 
but the grounds and walks are studded 
with 100-hour long-burning arcs, und 
the tourist coming suddenly on this 
distant mountain nook could Imagine 
himself In a city suburb. The plant is 
running so successfully that It would 
seem worth the while of any lerge in- 
stitution or other requiring light and 
power to investigate any water power 
no matter how unpretentious — In the 
vicinity. Such an installation as that 
mentioned should, with ordinary man- 
agement, very quickly pay for itself 
in the saving of fuel and other ad- 
vantages.

Against the use of ponceau 
coccines and scarlets, which for tlie 
most part arc not Inferior ns regards 
fastness to t lie cochineals, whose place 
they have taken, less objection enn Ik 
raised. Since It has been established 
by the above- mentioned observations 
that for coloring varieties of carmi- 
nette. velvet ted. pnrple, cinnabar red 
(vermilion) and chrome red snoh arti- 
ficial organic coloring matters are al sc 
employed as ure liable to fade quickly 
this fact should be given sufficient at- 
tention in practice. Cnrminette is fre- 
quently used, prepared with turpen- 
tine and l-iuglish varnish, as a earring* 
color; likewise vermilion and ehromr 
red.

Alfred Nobel, the remarkable niD 
who Invented dynamite, is thus de- 
scribed by nenry De Mosenthai in the 
Ninteenth century. 

“Physically weak, of a nervous, high- 
ly strung and exceptionally sensitive 
disposition, lie was endowed with a 
strong will, unbounded energy and 
wonderful perseverance; he feared no 
danger, and never yielded to adversity. 
Many would have succumbed under 
_|umilnr circumstances, but the succes- 
sion of almost insurmountable difficul- 
ties, tlie explosion of his factory caus- 
ing a general scare and dread of the 
deadly compound he was making, the 
loss of Ills youngest brother, to whom 
lie was devotedly attached; tlie conse- 
quent paralysis of his old fnther, and 
bis mother’s grief and anxiety could 
not deter him from pursuing his aim. 

“The coexistence of impulsive daring 
nnd sensitive timidity was a striking 
fenture In his character, ne frequent- 
ly demonstrated the value nnd safety 
of his explosives with his own hands, 
although lie was particularly suscepti- 
ble to headaches caused by bringing 
nitrogyleerin into contact with the 
skin. They affected him so violently 
thnt he was often oblig'd to lie down 
on the ground in the mine or quarry 
In which he was experimenting.. On 
one occasion when some dynamite 
could not lie removed from u large cask 
he crept into it and dug the explosive 
out wilh a knife.”

“On the occasion of a recent visit to 
a smaller city,” said tlie middle-ngcd

Only the .most robust and 
well-constructed gate in the heaviest 
sort of fences could stand it, and even 
such gates finally came, with the rest, 
to sug. Tbe sagging gate marked a 
house blessed with children.’’

In England, where the game and fish 
laws are much more strictly observed 
than In this country, the “poacher” on 
forbidden waters, who is toounxious to 
escape discovery to spend the time nec- 
essary to catching fish with a rod and 
line, will dicp a dynamite cartridge 
into a river hole and after exploding It 
will scoop up a bagful of fish, which 
have floated to the surface from the 
concussion. An Italian officer, Maj. 
Michelini, who has been investigating 
the qualities of bullet and rifles, 1ms 
discovered thnt fish can be killed more 
easily than even by the dynamite car- 
tridge. The Italian rifle, which is but 
.256 inch in diameter, proved very de- 
ficient Iu stopping power nt the battle 
of Adown. Nevertheless nt short ranges 
the very high velocity of the bullet 
gives rise to a powerful explosive ef- 
fect. Maj. Michelini one day fired one 
of these guns Into the water nt an angle 
of about 45 degrees A dead fish al- 
most Immediately rose to the surface 
On examination no wound was discov- 
erable in the body, tlie death being due 
entirely to the hydraulic shock arising 
from thr impact of the bullet with the 
wnter. This view was amply confirmed 
by further experiment*, and many fish 
were killed by the blow of the bullet 
on the water ekactly ns if by an explo- 
sion of a dynamite shell. The effects 
ef the hydraulic shocks seemed to be 
suificlervl to kill all fish within two feet 
to two feet six Inches of tlie point of 
Mie impact.
